T H E VOTING ROOTH 
The voting booth, 
in 
actual 
fact, is a flimsy little square of 
tin that is set up to serve a very 
temporary purpose. In and of it­ 
self there is nothing about it 
that ever would attract atten­ 
tion. Any ten-year old lad. given 
a little lumber, saw and ham- 
! mer and a few nails, could con­ 
struct a more sturdy shanty than 
the booth which is set up for 
the purpose of registering our 
ballots. It is a frail m akeshift, 
judged by exteriors. 
But the voting iMioth, like a 
lot of other things in this world, 
is a«Jot more important than the 
scanty impression that is gath­ 
ered by the eye. It is the symbol 
of our freedom; the essence of 
our democracy. It stands for the 
government, as the great Lincoln 
phrased it, "of the people, by the 
people, 
for 
the 
people.” " The 
voting Ixxith represents the great 
i fact that ultim ate authority re­ 
sides with the private citizen. 
Our whole 
social 
structure 
is 
shaped around 
the 
recognized 
authority of that 
flimsy little 
square of tin. It is emblematic 
of a man’s right to register his 
private opinion on public issues; 
his privilege of choosing those 
who are to be the public serv­ 
ants; his duty to help run his 
government. 
All 
of 
this, 
of 
course, goes hack to tho Chris­ 
tian concept of 
the 
worth 
of 
man; and to the view that the 
purpose^ of 
government 
is 
to 
make if possible for man to find 
his highest fulfillment as a child 
of God. 
It is obvious that no way could 
he devised which would make 
everybody happy the day after 
election day. 
But 
the 
system 
which accepts the verdict of the S 
voting booth seems to be about ! 
I as near to the true system of 
government as it is possible to 
come in that it comes closer to 
providing for the best interests 
of all concerned than any other 
form of government. 
About three year ako the Po­ 
lish 
Communist 
regime 
was 
making 
preparations 
for 
the 
"election" of legislators. A party 
official made an inspection tour 
of the polling places. He asked 
one party member; "How are 
the 
preparations 
for the new- 
legislative 
elections 
coming 
along?” "All right,” replied the 
party member. "Preparations are 
going along very well. The list of 
the 
elected 
legislators is 
pre­ 
pared already. At 
the 
present 
time we are fixing the lists ai 
the voters.” 
I am glad I 
live 
in 
a 
land 
where that little flimsy square of 
tin 
has 
a 
real 
significance 
where the 
results

elections 
aren’t printed before the list of 
voters is prepared. Aren’t you?

Steps Are Built 
Of Cement Blocks 


Most home owners are sadly 
aw are that outside wood steps 
require 
constant 
m aintenance, 
and are expensive things to re ­ 
place in masonry. 
Usually a set of steps will be 
replaced in brick or a form will 
be built and filled w ith concrete 
to furnish a solid set. Both jobs 
require a considerable amount of 
skill on the part of the home 
ow ner o r a substantial outlay in 
cash. 
Almost any unskilled person 
can build a substantial set of 
steps with cem ent blocks by fol­ 
lowing these directions: 
The first step is to take accu- 
I rate m easurem ents so that the 
I exact num ber of steps can be de­ 
cided upon. Usually, the num ber 
of block steps will equal the 
num ber of present wood steps, 
hut in some cases the old risers 
* m ay be less than the height of 
a block, or the tread of the old 
) steps deeper than the top of a 


I block. Therefore the first cssen- 
j tial is to settle upon the correct 
dimensions. When this is done. 
it is a good idea to m ane a rough 
draw ing to follow, 
j 
The actual work starts with 
laying out a plain wood form 
about four inches high which is 
filled w ith concrete and 
fu r­ 
nishes the slab or the foundation 
for the blocks. The second step, 
after the slab has set. is to lay 
the blocks in regular steps. 
Spaces may b^ left between 
them, to present any depth from 
front edge to back desired. The 
holes in the blocks are filled 
with 
wet, 
wadded 
paper and 
plastered over with concrete.
